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Inſtruction foꝛthe Commiſſaries ot the 
multers ouer the men ok warre benige in ſeruce of the 
vnited pꝛouinceo, ſo wel in the paye of her \Nateſti* , as of the ſa:de 
pꝛouinces, of whatſoeuer nation they be, oꝛdinarie oz ertraozdinaric ac- 
cozdinge to the whiche they are to demeane themſclues. 


A he ſaide Commiſſaries, aſwel thoſe that ſhall lepe ther ſirme 
775, rcfidence in the garriſons, townes, oꝛ plates aſſigned them, ag 
YSS the others whiche followe the Courte, hauinge recepued the 
TD charge to paſſe muſter, oz take a vewe of the men ofwarre 
= vnder ther charge, oz others that ſ halbe tommanded them 
* = ſhall not drlaye it in any ſoꝛte: but ſhall pꝛepare and tranſ⸗ 
poꝛte themſelues pꝛeſeutly, to ther charge, without to geue the Captains 02 
others any knowledge, onlye one oz two howres befoze at the moſt, ere they 
take ſuche muſters, and then not to ſuffer the appointed hon e to be delayde 
by the Captaines oz others. And is to be vnderſtoode that the Commiſſarics⸗ 
haomge the garriſons aſſigned them, maye tatic muſters ſo oſct᷑ as they ſ hall 
think good, but ſhalbe bound at the leaſt cuerpe monethe once to perfozme 
it, althoughe they haue not ſpetiall charge to the ende, with out to liepe any 
oꝛdinarie howꝛe, but now and then befozz the endinge of the monethe aud 
ſometymes after as they ſhal thinne good. 

The ſapde Commiſſaries ſhall take good regarde not to appoint the 
howze of nuiſters aſter dumer vnleſſe vppon vꝛgent neceſſite ; but ſhail bes 
ginne ther muſters with the daye bz:alunge , to fin'ſhe it (if poſſcbly they 
can) befozc dinner: 

Aid if the muſters bꝛedonne in any towne they ſhall deſtre, and if neede be 
ſhall oꝛdeyne the Burgemaiſter of the ſame to aſſiſt tem, ozcauſe thein to be 
aſſiſted by ther deputies, to the end by ſuche meanes, to be the better able to 
viſite the ficke and hurte, tc take ſinowledge of the abſent, and to iudge if ther 
be any Burgers, Frcbutters, Papſſants, victualers oz others, nat beinge in 
ferme oz ſtandinge ſeruice of the companyc:oꝛ tyat doe not oꝛꝭommarine wache 
and warde withe the Companye that paſſeth muſter. 

Tue ſhall alſo oꝛdeyne the Surgemaiſters that duringe the tak inge of the 
muſter they cauſe a watche and centinel to be Kept at the gates by ſome of 
ther Burgers, oz els if it be a ſrontyre towne, oz that vppon other octa⸗ 
flonthey thinlie it neceſſarpe, ſhal caufe the gates ta be ſyutt duringe the 
muſteringe. | 

And if the muſters bepaſſed in any foꝛt oz in the Campe they ſhall withe 
advice of the Captaines officters . oꝛ Ca nmanders, ſett the beſt oꝛder in the 
watche , and Centinals they poſſibly can , accoꝛdinge to the ſſiuation ofthe 
plates, as foz the moꝛe ſuertpe of the ſam: place they ſhal finde convenient. 

They ſhall alſo beſoꝛe they beginne the ſaid muſters cauſe the former role 
les of cache Companyeto be deluiered them - Alſo the names and _—_— | 
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of the Soldiers withe theplace of ther birthe, qualitie and armes they beare 
of thoſe which ſhall remayne at watche, lilicwiſe of the fiele oz hurte withe 
ther lodginges oꝛ places, wher they ſ halbe founde: the whiche the Captames 
meane to paſſe. and while this muſter is a doinge they ſhalt Caerfullie cauſe 
to be viſited aſweil thoſe whiche are at the watche , as alſo the ficke oz hurte 
beinge pꝛeſent in the place, by the fouriers of the towne oz places, oz thoſe de⸗ 
puted from the ſMagiſtrate. | 3 

And to the end that no boyes qz others vnder this pꝛetente ſhall diſgiuſe 
themſclues as ficke ſouldiars, ſ hall geue charge to haue ther faces ſcenc, alfa 
ther armour oz weapons and hoꝛſes. And if many towne oz Surrow they 
ſhall inquire of the hoſte oz hoſtes of the howſe, if ther ſouldiar oꝛ hoꝛſman be 
ficlie oz hurte, and accozdinge to the repozte whiche ſhalbe made by the ſaide 
Furriers oz ther deputies, the ſaide Commuſſaries ſ hall uſe ther diſcretion 
in the clofi1ige oz makinge vp of the rolles, moꝛeouer to be the better a ſſured 
of thoſe fick, they ſhall likcwiſe make mquirye of theSargeants and officers 
of the Companne ſecretly, and pcrticularly cache of them aparte, to hcare if 
they ſpeake bothe after one ſoꝛte. 

They ſhall alſo not beginne the muſters, ifthe ſoldiars be not firſte aſſem⸗ 
bled in ſame good place wher no body can come, aud this to meete withe the 
fraudes whiche maye be Committet. 

The men of warre beinge aſſembled to paſſe the muſter, the ſaide Com⸗ 
miſſar:es ſhall geue an admonition in ſubſtance as ffollowethe. Souldiars 
and bzctheren, as by longe experience we haue {onde the greuious in conucnis 
ences whiche are chanſed by reaſon of the fraudes, and abuſcs in the muſiers, 
and that therby townes, and places of great inpoztance ace loſte, the mcanes 
and reuenewes of the Countrye vnpꝛoſitably ſpent, being the pꝛincipall cauſe 
that the pooze and vaillant ſo!dfars , to the great greife of his Ertelleie vcry 
ill payd whiche might be remidied, by removing the ſaide abuſes : J pꝛaye 
you and by vertue of the charge J haue, doe oꝛdey ne you generally and pers 
ticulerly vppon the othe , which you haue talien to his Exceileie, and the 
Countrie to declare freely if ther be amoung you any paſſcvolant, borrowed. 
ſouldiars, Hurgers, victuallers, frecbutters oꝛ others not beinge in ſtandinge 
ſcruice vnder pour Companye, and that dothe not oꝛderly keepe, watche, and 
warde and every waye goinge withe pou to the warres, ſoꝛ ſuche be vnwoꝛ⸗ 
thie to be accounted amonſt valiant ſoldiars and ſtand pou in no ſtcede, ihen 
to charge pou with moꝛe trauayles watche ward and contincls, and foꝛ one 
howze to make you ſtande twoe. Alſo doe cauſe you to looſe your honoꝛ if 
neceſſitic cauſe you to meete the enemye, when as foꝛ the ſmalne mber whiche 
is in pour Companie, you are fozced to tourne pour backes to the Encmpe, 
oꝛ geue plate. wheras if your tompanie weare ſironge and tom pleat of good 
and valiant ſouldiars, you ſhould be often able to beate and defcate them, to 
pour great honor and advancinge: and eſpecially, to the honoꝛ of God and 
pꝛoſperity of your tountrie, ſo many yeares alreadie afflicted. Wherfoze N 
pꝛap pou once agame to reveale them ta the end dewe puniſhment my be 
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ts this company , that they depart this muſter vppon papue that being 
knowne to be hanged as Billapnes without grace oz fauour, 

The ſaide declaration beinge made, they ſ hall in the pꝛeſente, ſighte, and 
hearinge of all the company, take the othe of the Captaines his Lieutenant, 
and the clerke if they be all pꝛeſent oꝛ at the leaſt of thoſe whiche ſ halbe pꝛe⸗ 
ſent woꝛde by woꝛd as it followethe. 
inheſweare and pꝛonuſſe that all the perſonnes and names whiche we pꝛe⸗ 
ſent in the rolle by us dcluered, be ſoldiars in ſtandinge and actuall ſeruice of 
o ur companpe, watching and wardinge every one in his degree. And that 
they are bounde to followe the coinpany every wheare, and there whether the 
ſame mape be ſente. Alſo that we haue not boꝛrowed noꝛ talien any ſaldiers 
in ſervice, oꝛ ſett them in the rolle ut thoſe whiche haue had ab ſolute and 
dewe paſpoꝛt of ther Captaines oꝛ otherwiſe haue bin free. And finallie that in 
no ſoꝛte, directly oz indirectlie, we pꝛetẽd by this muſter to deſraude his Excel. 
the country, oz any other bodp. And if the TCaptein, Lieutenant, oz Clerchie (not 
withſtandinge the ſaide othe) be found in faulte, his Grcell<i* commandes 
the Com miſſaries hauinge found the fault, after the othe geuen and taken, 
to advertiſe him of the ſame, to be puniſhed as periurers accoꝛding to ther 
merite. | 

The ſaide Commiſſaries beginninge the muſiers, ſhall euer talte the ould 
and laſt rolle, whiche they ſ hall haue made foꝛ them ſelues, whiche ſhall cons 
teine onlic twoe oꝛ thꝛe names in a page, to the end to ſerue at leaſt foꝛ ſir mu⸗ 
ſters oz moꝛe, and ſhali call the ſouldiers by name and ſurname accoꝛding as 
they are ſett downe in the ould and laſt rolles, ſo to linow the better the ſouls 
Diars that are deade, runne away oz licenſed, and to newe tome in ther places. 
Zllſo if theſe which wear paſſed the laſt muſter fo fick oz abſent be retourned, 
and if thep find them not pꝛeſent at the muſter they ſ hall not onlie not paſſe 
the ſaid almes but alſo ſhall at the ſhutting vp of the rolle rebate the wages, 
\ Of ſuch ſouldtars whiche theCaptaines by the foꝛmer rolle (hall haucpzofired, 

and ſhall inquire of the deede to the end puniſhment be donne accozdingly. 

And as towichinge the rolles, that every muſtering time muſt be made 
ſo well foꝛ the ſerutce of his Ercelle ie and the Country , as foꝛ the Capteins, 
they ſhall geue oꝛder and knowledge to the Captaines and Clarkes once foꝛ 
al, that they ſhall make ther rolles in oꝛder as followethe. V3t, Firſt ta 
ſett downe the Captaines, Lieutenants and Enſignes cache withe ther men. 
then ther Sargeants, Clerk oz Furrter, the ſargen, the two Dꝛommes in one 


: 7 done. I doe alſa tommande all them that are not in ſtandinge ſeruice bound 


names ſurnames and place of ther birthe and qualitye, withe the armoꝛ and 
weapons they beare, afterwardes the Eſquadzons cuerte one a part begin- 


Bear armes that haue greateſt wages: afterwardes the ſoldiars ſeruinge un⸗ 
der the eſquadꝛon, every one in oꝛder afoꝛe ſaide withe ther names and ſurna⸗ 
mes places of ther birth gualitie and armes they beare, withe the wages they 
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leafe oꝛ ſpde, the leafe being ſoulded in the middeſe , euery of them with ther 


ninge from the Coꝛpoꝛall, then the Lantſpades, gentelmen and thoſe whiche 


reteaue, and ten in a ſyde by tauſe they map be the better nombꝛed, and ſhan 
cauſe ther oꝛder to be dulie obſcrued by the others, reiectinge al rolles that are 


ſett downe oterwiſe. 


They ſhall take good heede in the muſicringe, that none aduance themſel⸗ 
ues to be named oterwiſe then ther trew name is, with ther ſurname as they 
bare it beinge moſt linowen therby, and if they find any to haue done other⸗ 
wiſe, they ſhall cauſe them to be chaſtiſed by capitall puniſhment, and if the 
Captam bepertalier of the faulte, they ſhall lett his Ercell. uvnderſtande therof 
in his conſel of State, to the end ta be dealt ther in as ſhalbe found conueniẽt. 

And fozaſmuche as hetherto ther haue bin great faultes found in the.clo# 
fing of the rolles by many Tommiſſaries ofſwuſters, hauing not taken ſuche 


regard as was requiſite, aſwell in reſpect of the ſuffictencye of the men, the ar⸗ 


mour, aud weapons whiche they beare, as of ther interteinment, and that alfa 
the count of the rolles haue not bin thus made accoꝛdinge to the lyſt ther vp⸗ 
pon ſett downe: his Excellcie deſiringe to pzoutide therin , ozdcynethe ex⸗ 


pꝛellie all Commiſſaries of what nation ſoeuer they be, that they ſhall take 


ſpectail and carefull regard, if the company be ariued and enterteined accoꝛ⸗ 
dinge to the Captaines commiſſion, and the liſt of the entertcinmet thermade, 


noting one euery ſoldtar oz officer, the wages whiche he hath and the armes 


he bearethe, yf they be good, and the perſon abled to beare and vſe them, and 


if they find any faulte may caſſeir them, oz els geue warninge ther of againſt 


the nert muſter to be amended, oz to pꝛouide of better and moꝛe tonuenient, 
but if they finde fault that the ſoldiars be not armed as they ſhoulde beinge 
not withſtandinge good men, ſhallpaſſe no other wages then accozding to the 
arines they beare, as bp the lift is appointed, whiche ſhalbe deliuerrd to the 
ſaide CTommiſſarie. 

And if ther be any ſoldiars newly come into the company whiche at ther 
entrance haue not taken the othe accuſtumed, they ſhall putt them a fide, and 
After the muſter done, ſhall make them talie the othe of Faithfulneſſe to his 
Ercelis* and the country, and vppon the ſaid othe ſhal charge them to des 
clare the day the entred into ſeruite under the ſaide company, of whiche daye 
they ſhall licepe notice on ther rolles . Alſo if ther be any deperted aut of 
the companye withe paſpoꝛt oꝛ without, and ſhall demaund of the Captain, 
his Lieutenant, oz Clerke, the day and the cauſe, of ther deperture whiche 
they ſhalbe bounde to declare faithfully vppon the othe by them taken , to 
the end accoꝛding to the ſame map be pꝛouided and the accoumpt made, one 
dewe Coꝛrection donne. | | 
The Commiſſarye ſhall paſſe none, abſent from the muſter, vnder pꝛetexte 
that they ſhould be ficke, hurte, o2 otherwiſe departed , by leaue foz certein 
bayes, ſaue only the fielie, and hurte, whiche ſ halbe at the'place of the ſoid mu⸗ 
ſter, that they withe ther armes and hozſe duringe the muſters be vifited, and 
ↄtherwyſe that thoſe whiche may be fick, oꝛ hurt, ont ofthe place in the Boſ⸗ 
pitalls, oz els where, that it ſo appeare to them ſufficiently by due atteſtation 
ofthe Hoſpitall Maiſters „ oz of the howſe of the burgeſes wher they 4 


ſlicks , with the atteſtation ofthe ozdinary Commiſſarte of the Muſtcrs of 
that place oꝛ qualitie if any be ther. And of the other abſent whiche are ndt 
fiche, oꝛ hurt, ſ hal paſſe none, if they be not departed with there knowledge and 
licence of the cheife commander of the garriſon and the Captain and that ther 
paſpoꝛt beſigned accoꝛdinge to his Ereelictes Paſpoꝛt to that effect made. 

And to the end they ſhall not be deteued by any, hauinge obtapned paſpozt 
and not withſtandinge remayne ſtill in garriſon, paſſing in muſter withe the 
others, they ſhall ſigne no paſpoꝛts of licence, be it ſoʒ perticular affatres, oꝛ to 

goe to the warres, if they cauſe not the ſoldiars to appear afoꝛe them by ther 

oꝛdinarie, to the end to keepe vpon the ſame not only good notice of the names 

and the day of ther departure, but alſo of the fignes wherby they map linowe 

them at ther retourne, as in the 2 Article followinge wuͤbe declared. 

They ſhall not alſo permyte, that of one company , at one inſtant ther be 

moꝛe abſcnt fo2 pꝛiuate affaires then 2. 05 3. and to goe to the warres at the 

moſt fire , and all with ther knowledg and likinge as afozeſayd, and not 

aboue eight oz teinne dayes, 

They ſhall not alſo paſſe any Burgers, oꝛ in habitante of tow nes, oꝛ Gurs 
rowes, whiche ſhalbe inrolled and accepted in ſeruice into any company du⸗ 
ringe the time that the ſame ſhalbe there in garriſon , but ſhall oꝛdeyne the 
Captain to geue them paſpozt and take others in ther places pꝛeſentiy, oꝛ at 
leaſt within the monethe, ne ther yett any ſoldiars newly come into the tom⸗ 
panye, if they haue not due paſpoꝛt of the Captain vnder whome they ſcrued 
figacd ioyntlie by the Commiſſary oꝛdinarie of the muſters , oz that beſoze 
were free: nether pet in one Companye but of one nation, vnleſſc by expꝛeſſe 
licence of his Wrcelici:, oz of his counſell of State and that ther names and 
ſurnames be erpꝛeſſed in the act, in which caſe may not withſtandinge paſſe 
in one tcampany at the moſt abone fue oz ſire, all agreable to the Placart ſett 
foꝛthe by his Ercellci« vppan the muſters whiche placard his Excellcic: 
meaning is, that all Commiſſaries of muſters fo muche as concernes ther 
charge, ſhalbe bound to manteyne without to ſuffer oꝛ perfoꝛme any bzcache 
therm. And foꝛ the faults that haue bynn found, his Ercellci« foꝛbyds moſt 
erpꝛellie to paſſe no fayned names, oz otherwiſe vnder pzetert of the payment 
of S argeant maioꝛ, of Commiſſarije, oꝛ others whoſoeuer they be not beinge 
in ſtanding ſeruice of the company, without erpꝛeſſe act of his Excelle e and 
the Counſell of State, vppon payne of the quadꝛuple to be recouered of the 
tom miſſaries whiche ſ hall haue donne to the contrarys , and beides to be 
puniſhed acco2ding to the erigent of the dede. 

212 to the end the ſoldiars ſhall not apd them ſelues any moꝛe withe the 
ſaid Baſpoꝛt. The tommiſſaries ſhall note vppon the back therof, the daye 
that they are come in ſeruice of the company vnder ther charge. 

They ſhall not liliwiſe paſſe the men oz boycs of the Captaines, Licutes 
nants, oꝛ enfignes,if they be not pꝛeſent at the muſter and nere tother maſters 
to the end they be not paſſed twiſe. 

They ſhall alſa require of the ſoldiars one ther othes if the. nan 
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veare be ther owne and if they boꝛrowed them not of others, and thoſe that P 7 

haue not ther owne armes oꝛ weapons they ſhall caſſcirre without paye oz 
aſpozt. | 2 

K Eber ſhall takie ſpeciall regard that the Captains haue ther competent 1 0 9 
nomber of officers, muſquiter, pikemen, Rondaſſiers and other Senteimcn, 
and thoſe haue moſt wages in ther companye , and that the men and armes 
ve ſufficient, oz els ſhali not paſſe them moꝛe wages then foꝛ a commoun ſol⸗ 
diar, oz if they be vnwoꝛthie ſhall taſſeir them pꝛeſentlie. 

The ſaid Commiſſarte ſhall take great and carcfull hecde, and doe all cndes 
your to the vttermoſt of ther power to know all the ſoldtars of the companies 
under ther charge, and to perfozme that the moze eafily , they ſhallnote it one 
the roll which they ſhall keepe (without ta make any pꝛivie therunto) if they 

haue any mark of hurte oꝛ other in ther face, oz ther arme, oꝛ legge, alſo ther 
ſtature ther Phifionomtc oꝛthe age they may be of , if they be black oz white 
of complerion, the culler of ther beardes, whether married oz vnmarried, hye 
oꝛ lowe of ſtature ſatt ozleane , oꝛ haue other markes wherby they mape 
Judge whether vnder the ſaid names others happely might paſſe, oꝛ be pꝛe⸗ 
ſented at the muſter ſo to defraude the ſame. 

And in the hozſmen companies ſhall marke the ſtature and goodneſſe of 
the hozſe , the haire of the tayle and other marlies the hozſe may beare, ſa 
to linowe the better the man that rydethe one the ſame, and if the hoꝛſe be 
changed fince the ſoꝛmer muſter, ſhall require to know the cauſe and make 
ſame marguial note therof af as they ſhall think convenient. 

The ſaid Commiſſaries hauing charg to paſſe the Muſters of anye tom⸗ 
pany in towne, fozt , oꝛ place wher ther be moꝛe companies then the ſame, of 
hoꝛſe oz fotemen, they ſhall not paſſe the muſter alone, but ſ hall hkiewiſe paſſe 

- Muſſer oz take relininge of tie other toumpanies that arc there, to the end 

- foyutly to malie repozt. And his Crecellcic- expreſſe commandement ts, that 

in ſuch caſe the captaines of ſuch companies ſhall abape, confidcring they are 
bound to ſuffer che Muſter to be taken, ſo oft as it ſhalbe required. 

And wheras by the reſolutions taken oppan this point, they ſhalbe bound 
to aſſiſt each time at the payment to be made to the ſoldiars, they ſ hall geue 
oꝛder that if any marchant, oz Gurger of the Towne hath any thing owing 

him vp the ſoldiar, officer oꝛ Captain, that in ſuche caſe he be contented, to the 
end no plaputs come to his Erxcellcie. 

When ther ſ halbe any commandment geuen to any company , vnder the 
charge of the Commiſſaries of the Muſters, hauing in any place wher they 
ſerue , to c:zang and remoue to an other garriſon , the ſaide Commiſſaries 

venig commanded by his Excellcic oꝛt he Caunſeli of State, ſhalbe bound ta 
conduct them to the foꝛt oz place, vnto them aſſigned taking doo heede and 
care that by the way they doe no harme oz ſpoyle to the pay ſants, marchants, 
2 others of what quality ſoeuer they be of. Alſo if ther nomber be complete 
and if ther want any, ſhall inquire ther after to the end at the next muſter 
map be dealt as they ſhall find convenient. af 
Q 
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Alſoſhad haue due regard of thoſe be mutinous, ſeditions, oz troublers of, 
the other companies: and if they nate any that haue ſuche faultcs ſ hall cafſeir 


them oꝛ pꝛocure, them a paſpoꝛt by the Captain ſpecife inge the rcaſou of fucke 
caſſeiringe. 8 | 

The Commiſſaris having ther quarter appointed them, ſhalbe notwith⸗ 
ſtandinge bound (hauing ſuche charge of his Excelicie oz his Counſell of 
State) to tranſpoꝛt himſelfe oz travaile wher he ſ halbe commanded, and pers 
fozme the charge ſ halbe geuen him in whiche caſe if they abide fourthe a night 
from the place they reſidie in oꝛdinarily, ther ſ halbe allowed t hem aboue ther 
wy rot by 30. ſtguers a dape, befides the charge of the wagons, ſhippes, 
oꝛ boates. 

The ſaid Commiſſaries of the muſter ſhall take othe in the Counſell of 
State to be true to his Extellꝰie and to the vnited pꝛovinces, to obay his 
Excelleies counſell of States commandements, and duly and truly to behaue 
themſelues in the diſcharge of ther office, actoꝛding to ther commiſſion, the 
Inſtructions, the Platarte, Liſtes , and reſolutions whiche ſhalbe geuen to 


every of them, reſpettiuilye in the behalfe and name of his Excell. e without 


to winck, oꝛ oucrpaſſe any thinge, withe Houernours, Capteins, oz others: 
whoſoeuer it be, and that they ſhall not talie oꝛ receaue any giftes oꝛ preſents 
of the Captaines oꝛ commanders of the warres, what valew oz woꝛth ſoeuer 
they may be of, but ſ halbe content and pleaſed with ther oꝛdinary wages and 
if they be found in default, they ſhalbe greuoullie punniſhed accoꝛdinge to 
the merit of the facto, |
